All is chaos and confusion around the mill. 
The managers missing, and the correct 
nt ber of the dead is mere guesswork. At 
all events, the disaster is a terrible one—the 
worst in the history of the city.

FIGHTY PERSONS KILLED. 

When the associated press reporter visited 
the scene of the wreck at 11 o’eclock tonight he 
found everything in the greatest confusion. 
Attiat time thirteen dead bodies had been 
taken ont—eleven. girlsand twomen. The 
clerk of the mill stated at midnight - that he 
believed that fully eighty bodies were in the 
ruins under the three floors. His list of 
employes is lost and, owing to the confusion 
intaking outthe iniured, he was unable to 
fnrnisha listof the Killed.

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STATEMENT OF A CHERK., 

Avngustns Ff. Roscup was foreman of the first 
and second floors of the silk mil. A reporter in- 
ierviewed him, and his statement is as fol-

PITTSEuRG, Pa., January °.—A terrific storm 
of wind and hail, the worst known for years, 
swept over the city shortly r noon today, 
carrying with it death and destruction. The 
storm was formed with a suddenness that was 
overwhelming, and as the wind, accompanied 
by hail and torrents of rain, swept along the 
streets, pedesirians were hurled before it and 
barely escaped from being crashed under ve- 
hicles passing along the thoroughfares. Sud- 
ty there was a ter- 
iutes later the cene- 
tral fire alarm bell sounded a call from box 14, 
on the corner of Diamond and Wood streets. 
Hundred ef people with blanched faces har- 
ried to the scere, when it was found that the 
eyclone had caught a new building on Dia- 
mond street, owned by C. L, Willey, and 
hurled it to the earth,covering up two scores of

Walt & Co.’s bookstore was crushed in, 
while some of the failing structure struck 
Joseph Eichbaum’s building, fronting on Fifth 
avenue, breaking the windows and injuring a 
number of employes. A portitm of the wall 
of a millinery store next to Ti:omas was caved 
in, and the windows and doors in a number 
Of surrounding buildings were broken. The 
building of Rea Bros, & Co., stoekbrokers,. on 
the corner of Diaincnd and Wood streets, was 
partly wrecked atid the occupants barely es- 
caped. 
THE WORK OF. RESCUE. 

Within five minutes after the collapse of the 
building the streets were filled with an excited 
crowd, notwithstanding the fact that rain and 
liail were pouring down in a perfect deluge. 
With the arrival of the firemen, the work of 
rescne was begun. Ladders were run up to 
the second and third stories of the Welding 
building, and the first one taken out wasa 
young lady employed asa writer, who fortu- 
nately had escaped serious injury. Crowds of 
Willing bands eagerly took upthe work of 
rescue, and every little while fresh localities, 
where men had been caught, were found. 

At the time of the disaster about twenty-five 
men were at work on the building, and not one 
escaped uninjured, Inthe barbershop, next 
door, seven men were imprisoned, while a half 
dozen more were buried beneath the debris of 
the Welding building. 

Up to 10 o'clock tonight, forty-three persons 
had been taken from the ruins, and there is 
no doubt that others are still buried. All 
were promptly carried home or to hosnitals, so 
an exact statement cannot be made, but the 
facis seem to be that eight were killed outright 
or died shortly after being removed, and 
thirty-five others are injured, a number of 
them fatally, without doubt. 

Auple help was quickly at hand and the 
work of rescue and relief was begun. * When 
& porr unfortunate was found he was given 
temporary relief by physicians and then care- 
ful y removed toone of the hospitals. In the 
meantime the crowd continued to increase, 
un il finally it was found necessary to call out 
an adgitional force of police and have the 
streets cleared fora square each way. The 
streets were roped in and no one was allowed 
about the ruins but those assi#¥ing in rescuing. 
The work was continued all the afternoon and 
at 10 o’clock tonight a numberof persons were 
known to be still underneath the debris, Up 
to that hour forty mangled and bruised bodies 
have been taken from the ruins. Some were 
dead, others were dying and many were fa- 
tally injured. 

One or two died onthe way to eo Se 
rom the best information obtainable eight 
were killed outright or died in a short time, 
and thirty-five others were injured. It is be- 
lieved that the list of the dead will be greatly 
increased before morning. Of the eight killed 
only two have been identified, One was a lit- 
tle girl named McGlower, who was walking 
along the strect with her brother 
when the building fell and theftwo were found 
buried in the wreck. The little girl was killed 
instantly, and her brother, it is thought, fa- 
tally injured. The bedy of George Kirsch, 
barber, eighteen years old, was fvund in the 
cellar of the barber shop. Five unknown 
men and one boy are now at the morgue await- 
ing identification. Dr. J. L. Reed, a promi- 
nent physician of Allegheny, was in Weildin’s 
ai the time and he is still missing. It is 
feared that he is dead. 

- About 4 o’clock, Joseph Goehring, an er- 
rand bov employed by Weldin & Co., was dis- 
covered among the debres. He was so wedged 
inthat he could not be extricatrd until 9 
o’elock, but was kept alive by means of a rub- 
ber tabe through which beef tea and whisky 
were given him. He was dreadfully bruised 
and will probably die. Another boy was 
heard in the ruins, but his voice soon became 
stiiledand his body has not yet been found. 
Up tomidnight no more bodies had been 
taken out of the ruins. The damage to 
property in Pittsburg is considerable, but is 
little thought of in the presence of the exist- 
ing disaster to life. On the riversa number 
of boats were torn from their moorings and

but they were secured before much damage 
was done. The velocity of the wind was fifty 
iniles an hour, the highest recorded for years. 
[t is still blowing hard tonight, but is growing 
colder, and the weather is clearing. Inspector 
of Police McAleese stated at a late hour to- 
night that he was of the opinion that from 
ten to twenty-five persons were yet in the 
ruins, and he would not be surprised if the 
death list weuld be increased to eighteen or 
twenty. 
The Wreck at Sunbury. 

Sunbury, Pa., January %—At5:30 o’clock 
this evening, arain and windstorm came up 
suddenly and blew over several of the stacks 
of the Sunbury nail mill. The mill is situated 
between the Reading and Pennsylvania rail- 
roads on the outskirts of thecity. First, is a 
puddling mill, having six furnaces. Stack No. 
two was thrown overon the roof, dropping 
with itstack No.3. They crashed through 
the slate roof, completely demolishing the 
puddling department of the mill. Thirty- 
five men were empjoyed inthis department 
and half of them were buried in the debris. 
A fife alarm was sounded and soon hundreds 
surrounded the mill. Men were carried out 
half naked and men are at work yet, as it is 
supposed several others are in the ruins. Two 
men were taken out dead; nine are seriously 
injured and four are missing, supposed. to be 
dead in the ruins of the mill. 


ROSE IN THE AIR. 


The Devastation Caused By a Flash of Light 
ning. 

New York, January 9.—A tank of the Citi- 
zens’ Gas company at Fifth and Smith streets, 
Brooklyn, was struck by a flash of lightning at 
7:20 o’clock tonight and the immense structure 
at once rose in the air, causing an explosion 
that was heard for a long distance, even in 
New York. Atonce the flames lcoméd up, 
and Brooklyn was lurid with the light of burn- 
ing gas for several] minutes, when suddenly all 
became dark. ‘The people of the neighborhood 
ran from their houses, thinking that 
an earthquake had cccurred, and there was 
great excitement. A number of houses were 
injured. All tho gaslights west of Atlantic 
avenue were extinguished. 

Another tank was connected by pipes with 
the one that first exploded, and it.caught the 
flame and exploded. They were about one hun- 
dred and:iifty feet apart. The third tank was 
saved by the watchman turning off the gas 
One of the immense tanks was thrown 
eut into the street, while an outhouse 
within a block of the explosion escaped injury. 
The wirtows were blown out and the shutters 
and chimneys dislodged. Fences and othe 
debris were blown about. The electric light 

vires were thrown down, and they had to be 
guarded. The Citizens’ electric light build- 
ing, two miles away, had its line roof torn off 
and thrown into the street. Noone was killed.

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EITHER AS A FRIEND OR FOE 


Organized Opposition to the Maine States- 
man Developing-—-The House in 
a Deadlock Again. 

Wasnineton, Janudry 9.—[Special.]— The 
apartments to be occupied by James G. Blaine 
and family at La Normandie have been mag- 
nifleently fitted up and were today made ready 
for oceupancy. Mr. Blaing has inspected and 
accepted them. Mrs. BRine and Walker 
Biaine will reach here tomorrow. The Maine 
Statesinan has given it out that he is here for 
the winter. He is either going into the cabi- 
net as secretary of state, or else he is going to 
make it hot for Harrison aud his administra- 
tion. The plumed knight has very many ene- 
miés in the republican party, and thesg, men 
are fighting him with all their force. There 
aré thousands of letters mailed daily to the 
president elect protesting against the appoint- 
meént of Mr. Blaine as secretary of state, while 
there are possibly even more received by Gen- 
eral Harrison advising that Mr. Blaine be ap- 
pointed, But the latest decided opposition to 
the. Maine man developed today. It is 
& combination of New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia importers and capitalists, who 
haye foreign interests. These are the same 
mep who, in 1884, openly voted for Cleveland 
because they disapproved of Blaine’s South 
Amfrican policy. They claim that the presence 
of ‘Blaine in the cabinet as secretary of state 
wonld unsettle business toa very considerable 
extent, and for that reason he must be turned 
down. Generai Harrison has already been in- 
formed of this opposition, and it is said these 
men will, at an early date, communicate di- 
rectly with the president-elect, and demand, 
that Mr. Blaine shall not be given the state 
portfolio. Mr. Blaine since here has received 
«ll the information with what might be termed 
indifference. Many of his friends make no 
bones of stating that.General Harrison will be 
compelled to place Mr. Blaine in the cabinet, 
for he dares not disregard the popular demand 
of the party, which says that Blaine shall 
have the state portfolio. While Mr. Blaine 
himself will not talk, itis evident that he is 
playing a very larze bluff game for the office 
of his choice, and expects it to be tendered 
him before the first-day of Fobruary. Should 
General Harrison have the couwiage to ignore 
the Maine man in making up his cabinet, then 
there will be fun. In this event the plumed 
knight will remain right here, and make him- 
self the central point around which will con- 
gregate all those republicans who are dissatis- 
fied with General Harrison’s appointments 
aud policies. In other words; he will consti- 
tute himself the leader of the kickers, and 
make life a burden to the new president. But 
General Harrison knows this, and although he 
is considered a nervy man, it is not believed 
here that he will have the courage to ignore 
the biggest man todav in the republican party. 

NO MORE BUSINESS THIS SESSION. 

It is evident that no more legislation will be 
enacted by the house of representatives dur- 
ing the present session. The deadlock of ves- 
terday waS only broken to be succeeded by 
another today. The Elliott Smalls’ contested 
election case did not come up, and it is doubt- 
ful if it will come up at all this week. When 
the house met this morning Mr. Weaver, of 
Iowa,..immediately commenced filibustering 
tactics, and continued them throughout the 
day. He swears that until the house consents 
to fix a day to take a vote upon the Oklahoma 
bill that no other matter whatever shall be 
considered, ‘and it looks nowas though he 
were going to keep his oath.- However, Mr. 
Weaver’s action today has made many enc- 
mies in the house to the Oklahoma Dill, who 
were its former friends, and.these men are 
now determined thatthe bill shall not, under 
any circumstances, come up fora yote during 
the present session of congress. Therefore 
it may be considered as practically dead. 

AN EXTRA SESSION PROBABLE. 

Mr, Weaver says he will continue his tactics 
tomorrow, and right on day after day and 
week after week until a date is fixed for a 
vote upon jiis pet measure. If Mr. Weéaver’s 
plan is carried out, it will make an extra ses- 
sion of the fifty-first congress unavoidable, 
and fix the responsibility for it upon this 
house. Itis the purpose of Mr. Weaver to 
autagonize appropriation bills as well as all 
others, and such a course, if in any measure 
snocessful, would be apt to resultin the failure 
of one or more of these bills. In this case an 
extra session must, of necessity, be held 

The extra session sentiment is very strong 
among the republicans, as has already been 
made apparent. They expect the fifty-first 
congress to be called together in April, or May 
anyhow, but if they could charge the respon- 
sibility upon this house, it would be more easy 
for them. 

THE LAND GRANT FORFEITURES, 

The conference on the land grant forfeiture 
bill came to an agreement this afternoon, 
whereby substantially the provisions of the 
senate b.ll were agreed to. By the house bill 
54,323,906 acres were forfeited and by the sen- 
ate only about 5,627,456 acres. The southern 
railroads affected by the senate bill are as fol- 
lows: Florida Railway and Navigation com- 
pany, betwcen Tampa and Plant City, twenty 
miles; the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor-

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An Illinois Central Train Makes a Deathly 
Plunge. 

BRookuaven, Miss.. January 9.—The rail- 
road wreck, which eccurred two miles south of 
here on Sunday night has been duplicated one 
mile north tonight. As the passenger train 
No. 1, on the I!inois Central! railroad, in charge 
of Conductor Kirby, was coming south at 7:16, 
it ran into an open switch at the mills of the 
Brookhaven Luimberand Manufacturing com- 
pany, resulting in a disastrous wreck and 
contiagration. The switch connecting with 
the main track and the stub switch used by 
thd lomber+ company had both been inten- 
tionally misplaced. At the time the train 
reached the switch it was running at the speed 
of thirty milesan hour. It plunged into the 
death trap. The engine ploughed its way into 
the immense lumber sheds, and in 
less than three minutes fire from the 
engine’s furnace had spread to the lumber and 
buildings, and started a terrible conflagration. 
Engineer Samuel Berry stayed on his engine 
until it stopped. He received several cuts 
about the face and head, and was badly hart 
in the leg, but was not dangerously injured. 
A colored fireman, Randall Caldwell, was 
pulled out from the tender, scalded and 
crushed so badly that he died in a few 
minutes, Mail Agent Noel and 
Bagyazemaster Farrell received slight 
bruises. No one else was hurt. The mail, 
baggage, express and smoking cars were all 
thrown from the track, but the train crews, 
passe. gers and citizens removed the contents, 
but the fire had got well under way. The en- 
gine of the wrecking train then pulled all the 
balance of the train out of reach of the flames. 
The tenderand mail and baggage cars were 
burned. The magnificent plant of the Brook- 
haven Lumber and Manufacturing company, 
toge-her with thousands of feet of the finest 
lumber, were soon consumed. The loss of the 
company will reach high in the thousands, 
with only partial insurance.

tALEIGH, N. C., January 9.— [Special. ]— 
The opening of the session of the legislature 
today wus in bright contrast to that two years 
ago. Almost every member was present at 
noon, when President Stedman called the 
senate to order, while Chief Clerk Bulls per- 
formed the same service in the house. The 
members are new to the duties, but are a sub- 
stantial and fine-looking body. There are only 
eight negroes, of whom two are in the senate. 

W hen the senate roll was called it was found 
that there were two contests. In the seventh 
J.J. Groom contests the seat of T. M. Emery, 
of Halifax, and in the twenty-sixth A. M. 
Long contests that of J. T. LeGrande. The 
senate elected as its officers: KR. M. Furman, 
principal clerk; D. B. Nicholson, reading 
clerk; Willy V. Clifton, doorkeeper; A. M. 
Noble, assistant doorkeeper; Mike Bradshaw, 
engrossing clerk. These were all democratic 
caucus nominees chosen last night. The 
republicans, led by V. S. Lusk, made an 
absurd attempt at buncombe for nominating 
and speaking for the wounded ex-confederate 
soldiers in each case against those democratic 
nominees. There was a strict party yote each 
time, and senate disposed of its day’s work quite 
early and adjourned.

tional Typographical Union. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 9.—David M. Pas- 
coe, charged with the embezzlement of 32,200, 
property of the International Typographical 
union of North America, was today acquitted 
before Judge Gordon, under instructions of 
the court. The defendant is a member of 
Philadelphia Typographical union, and in 
1886 was a delegate to the international con- 
vention, held at Buffalo, N.Y., and was clected 
secretary and treasurer of the union. The 
allegation was that while Pascoe filled the po- 
sition there Was a discrepancy in his accounts 
of $2,200. Counsel for Pascoe stated in court 
today that his client’s duties were increased 
above those of his predecessor, and that, ex- 
pecting an increase in salary, ho had simply 
taken the money, believing that it would be 
voted him at the proper time. Considerable 
notoriety had been given the case and the de- 
fendant had promised to pay the money back 
in order to avoid further publicity. Ihe judge 
stated that there was great doubt as to whether 
defendant had appropriated any money with 
criminal intent, and instructed the jury to re- 
turn a verdict of aequittal.

‘Revenue Officers Capture and Destroy Six 


Digtilleries. 

Montcomery, Ala., January %.—[Special. } 
Deputy Revenue Collector Wood, Deputy 
Marshal Holder and Deputy Collector Jolin 
Mickle gotin this afternoon from Randolph 
county, where a detail of officers had just 
wound up a successful raid on the moonshin- 
ers. They started on the raid last Iriday 
evening, and wound up Tuesday. They cap- 
tured and destroyed six illicit distilleries and 
about 4,000 gallons of beer. One of the stills 
had acapacity of 150 gailonsand the others 
ranged in size from 50 to 100 gallons. Five of 
these stills were located in Randolph county, 
and the other just over the line in Georgia. 
The ofticers arrested Joe Sheets anda man 
named South in Georgia, and J. W. Arnold 
and John Rice in Randolph county. Thestills, 
with all the fixtures, were demolished and de- 
stroyed. It was the most successful raid ever 
made in this state.

here today. passed a resolution liviting white 
immigration to this state after a stormy debate 
lasting two hours; A resolution was passed 
authorizing the chair to appoint a committee 
of twenty to wait on the fifty-tirst congress and 
present a memorial asking for reforin in the 
election laws, and that the federal government 
supervise all elections, both state and national, 
and count the votes as they are cast.

It's not yet Known for certain 
where this vessel will be sent, but the secre 
tary’s orders to hurry her preparation indicate 
that she is required at once for execution of 
some important mission. The statement that 
she is to go to Hayti is denied a: the navy de 
partment. A prominont official of that depart. 
ment said today that if is not likely that any 
more vessels will be sent to that country unlesg 
the state of affairs there bocomes more alarms 
ing. The Ossipee, he said, wil! arrive at Port 
au-Prince inafew days and she will be able 
to uphold the honor of the United States single.

Green® Howell, the Midville Spotted Man— 
He Talks Freely.

Greene has a double claim on the title of 
colore¥. for he is a -full-blooded negro, but is 
turning white in great patches—a eolor which 
natural\ philosophy tells us is a blending 
of all ecalors. Greene was questioned as to 
the strange freak of nature wrought in 
his skin. There are@two patches of white on 
each ear. His lips are turning a pale color, 
about that of ‘tlle average Caucasian skin. 
Beneath the folds\of his flannel shirt could be 
seen the evidence of changing color. His 
hands, further than Several small patches of 
brown, are as pale as those of any white. 
The color is a healthy white, and at a mo- 
ment’s glance can be seen to be different from 
the ghastly bleaching of the leper. His scalp 
has also changed, and is as pale as his hands. 

Greene is quite an intelligent fellow. He 1s 
a successful planter and talks freely of his 
strange case, He is about thirty-five years of 
age and of medium height. His face and 
hair bear out his story that there is no mixed 
blood in-his veins. He says that at the close 
of the war he had two small blotches on each 
hand, which remained without change until 
four vears ago, last April, when the skin on 
his hands began to turna pale red and then 
white. 

While at work plowing in the fields in sum- 
mer, he says the perspiration from. his hands 
would be red, as if tinctured with blood. TF ur- 
ther than from the evidence of his eyes, he 
was naware through any sensation- of the 
change which has been going on. There has 
been no itch or smart, and several doctors 
whom he has consulted have assured him that 
the variegated skin is entirely healthy. They 
all confess that they are puzzled by his case. 
Greene says his body is almost white 
and his feet are turning. He says his father 
was what is known asa “‘tender man,” that is, 
he would blister under a hot sun.

GEORGIAS ELECTORS 


WIiLl, MEET NEXT MONDAY TO CAST 
HER VOTE, 
Something About the Workifigs ef the New 
Electoral Law Approved by ‘President 
Cleveland, February 3d, 1888. 


On next Monday the vote of Georgia will be 
cast for Cleveland and Thurman for president 
and vice-president of the United States. 

On that day the twelve cleetors chosen by a 
majorsty of 40,080 demesrate at the presiden- 
tial election held last November, will meet at 
the capitol in this city for that purpose. 

The electoral votes for president and vice- 
peesident will be counted in accordance with 
the new‘4law this year, which was approved by 
President Cleveland on the Srd of February, 
1888, 

Under this law the presidentiat electors will 
assemb'e in their respective states next Mon- 
day aud proceed to. vote for presiden and vice 
president. 

The result of that vote will be declared on 
the second Wednesday in February ata joint 
session of the senate and house called to receive 
and canvass the votes of the electors and to 
oflicially declare the mames of the president 
and vice-president. 

The law requires the governors of the vari- 
ous states to send certificates of the result of 
the presidential election to the seeretary of 
state at Washington, who in turn transmits 
copies of them to congress. 

The law also directs the governor to present 
three copies of the certificate of election to 
each of the candidates elected to the college 
in his state. ‘These three copies may be de- 
livered at any time up to the day on which the 
electors meet—tho second Monday in January. 

ihe new law provides that the electoral vote 
Shall be finally counted in the following 
manner: 

Congress shall be in session on the second 
Wednesday in February succeeding every 
meeting of the electors. Thesenate and house 
of representatives shall meetin the house of 
representatives at the hour of l o’clock in the 
afternoon of that day, and the president of the 
senate shallbe their presiding oflicer. Two 
tellers shall be previously appointed on the 
part of the senate and two onthe part of the 
house of representatives, to whom shall be 
handed, as they are opened by the president 
of the senate, all the certificates and papers 
purporting to be sgipborets = vr of the electoral 
votes, which ertificates and papers 
Shall -be coamed presented and acted 
upon in the alphabetical order of the states, 
heginning with the letter A; and said tellers, 
having then read the same in the presence 
and hearing of the two houses, shall make a 
list of the votes as they shall appear from the 
said certificates; and the votes having been 
ascertained and counted in the manner aad 
according to the rnies in this act provided, 
the result of the same shall be delivered to 
the president of the senate, who shall there- 
upon announce the state of the vote, whicl 
nouncement shall be deemed ja suftici 
claration of the persons, if an 
dent and vice-president of the hited Stat es, 
and together with a list of the votes be entered 
upon the journals of the two houses.

Dlieckly, C. J.—1. To render a private writ- 
ing an instrument under seal, according to the 
code, it is only necessary that it recite in the 
body that a seal is used or contemplated, and 
that a scrawl] or any other mark intended asa 
seal be annexed or affixed. A printed L. 8S. 
following the signature is a suilicient mark to 
satisfy the latter requisite. 

2. A writing, signed and sealed, which 
acknowledges indebtedness by the maker to 
another uamed person, ina certain sum, and 
specifies when itit to become due, importsa 
promise to pay said sum at the time specified, 
and though the. promise is not express but 
understood, the period of limitation for an 
action thereon is twenty years.

Having certain ceonomic views, but no prejudice 

whatever avainst freedom, we are prepared when- 
ever oppression makes the sucritiece of our econoiaic 
views vec of our liberty, to 
sacrifice them as cheerialiy as possibie. 

The firet paragraph of the furegoing fails 
to train with the democratic platform of 
1884, and with the president’s tariff mes- 
gage. It gives us pleasure to call attention 
to this fact, because the St. Louis Republic 
is a paper that ought tu be set right in the 
matter, Only the other day we were com- 
pelied to correct its announcement that Mr. 
Cleveland is fighting the protection idea, 
The president, if we are to believe his own 
statements, is in favor of such tariff reform 
as can be brought about without danger to 
the protection idea—that is to say, he is in 
favor of such tariff revision and reform as 
will recognize and provide for the difference 
that exists between the wages of American 
workingmen and those of the pauper labor 
of Europe. 

This is the idea of the democratic plat- 
form of 1884, and it is the democratic idea. 
That it is correet—that it is indorsed by the 
voters of the country—is shown by the elec- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland. 

As to the seeond paragraph of the quota- 
tion we have made from the St, Louis Re- 
public, we can most heartily indorse a part 
of it. When it seemed to be necessary to 
democratic success, Tie CONSTITUTION 
gladly shelved its pgotection views, and it 
would have been a good thing for the coun- 
try and for the party if other democrats had 
been as willing to shelve their free trade 
ideas. 

As we have said before, democratic suc- 
cess is more important to the country than 
either free trade or protection— more im- 

‘portant than tariff revision. Unforiu- 
nately, such men as Mr. Mills and Mr. Car- 
lisle were not willing to concede this, nor 
were they willing to make any other conces- 
sion, and the result is that tariff reform has 
received a set-back from which it will be 
long in recovering if the republicans carry 
out their gerrymandering programme.

Kariy Compulsory Education, 

The sudden interest and activity dis- 
played by New York and Dlinois in the 
matter of compulsory education will recall 
to the minds of a few a very early chapter 
In American history, 

Massachusetts passed a compulsory edu- 
eation act as far back as 1642. According 
to the Chicago Inter-Ocean, the act started 
out with the declaration ‘that “the good 
education of children is of singular behoof 
and benefit to any commonwealth, and 
maify parents and masters are too in- 
dulgent and negligent of their duty in that 
kind.”’ The quaintly worded statute pro- 
ceeded to order the chosen men for man- 
aging tle prudentials of every town to 
*thave a vigilant eye.over their neighbors; 
to see, firat, that none of them shall suffer 
8o much barbarism in any of their families 
aS not to endeavor to teach, by themselves 
or others, their children and apprentices so 
much learning as may enable them to read 
perfectly the English tongue, and a knowl- 
edge of the capital laws, upon penalty of 
twenty shillings for each neglect therein,’’ 

This compulsory principle, .somewhat 
modified, is the law of Massachusetts to- 
day. For more than two hundred years 
the men who have shaped her public senti- 
ment have stood by the declaration of the 
early Puritans that illiteracy is barbarism. 

We are not discussing the merits of the 
policy, but simply presenting a matter of 
history. t is unnecessary to say that 
Massachusetts is the best edticated com- 
monwealth in the union, and that she has 
always been the Jeader in popular educa- 
tion. But it may not be amiss to say that 
the states now experimenting with com-

An interesting decision has just been ren- 


dered by the supreme courtof Massachu- 
setts. 

It appears that it is agajnst the city laws 
of Boston for musicians to sing or piay 
the streets without a license, except 
connection with a funeral, a 
rade, or a procession of a political, civic or 
charitable organization, for which a police 
escort is provided. 

Last December a member of the Salvation 
Army was arrested for playing on a cornet 
in the streets. At the trial he contended 
that he was playing in the regular religious 
worship of the army, and therefore could 
not be interfered’ with. The supreme 
court, in passing wpon this plea, held that 
religious worship could not violate reasona— 
ble rules for the regulation and 
the streets,and affirmed the judgment 
conviction rendered iu the court below. 

The decision may secm to be a hard one, 
but it is in the interest of public order, and 
it is difficult to see how the court could 
have held otherwise.

Your new mayor 
wisely gives it prominence in his admirable inan- 
gural, “itistime for us to quit trifling with creeks 
and branches and go direct to the river.” This 
quoted passage will be used as the timely text. tor 
many homilies from many sources. 

lam too much of a stranger to speak intel 'igently 
in regard to the yroper or preferable source of sup- 
ply, but [happen to know something about the 
method of supply which may be of service, At my 
home in central New York, .n the recent re-ar- 
rangement of our waterw rk’s system, a device was 
discovered and‘adopted which bas proved entireiy 
su cessful, though it has not, to my knowledge, 
been adopted as yet ai any other point, 

Ours-is what is called the “Holly 
tem,’’ with which your engineers are.  ac- 
quainted a::d I need not explain it. Oursource of 
supply is one ofthe beautiful lakesin eent:al New 
York, Our city being on the outlet three miles below 
the lake. The water works, with thetr mighty 
engines, are located at the ‘upper dam,’ two miles 
from tie luke; and for many years the water was 
taken directly irom the race-way for city uses, as 
well as fur propelling purposes. In spite of a per- 
fect system of filtration, the cily watr at times was 
decidedly distasteful, La your issue of this morning, 
‘*Manutacturer’ announces the ieusability of an 
open canal trom the river and appears to fayor that 
plan, My eXperience prompts @ protest against the 
adoption Of acy canal arrangement, An oven and 
exposed acqueduct Cannot supp.y your city witb 
pure water. Toecauses of aduiteraiion would mul- 
liply as the years increased.

A barn 
about fifty yards from his hovse was standing 
upon one corner, the roof sliding off and 
slowly erumbling to pieces before his eyes. 
Another barn, which had stood 100 yards from 
the first was tving flattened ont on the ground, 
the hay and straw tumbled allabout and the 
cattle and horses standing still, shricking with 
terror. The trees along the banks of a small 
river that ran by the Savignac farm seemed to 
be drunk, for they swayed about and assumed 
attitudes which under certain circum- 
stances would make a man_belheve 
he had a bad attack of the’jams. The ice 
whieh had covered the river the night before 
was gone, and the bed of the river dry. The 
fences on his farm were, some of them, en- 
tirely gone, the rest scattered about like 
shavings.

A small grove on Savignac’s farm has en- 
tirely disappeared, the earth opening and then 
closing over the trees in regalar pantomime 
fashion. Twelve of Saviguac’s cattle and 
three of his horses were .swallowed up in the 
sinallest barn and all his Agricultural imple- 
ments were lost in his large barn. 

The rolling the earth twisted his dwelling 
house out of shape, caused chimneys to fall 
and rendered the building uninhabitable. 

The first news of the phenomenon reached 
here was by ascoe of affrighted inhabitants 
who taine into Bertheir with news that the 
devil was seen to issue from the earth breath- 
ing blue fire and enveloped in tlames. They 
swore they heard him bellow and saw the 
ground move in great billows wherever he 
walked.

Savignac’s furm wasa curiosity. 
looked like the ieaning tower of 
his flat fields and well kept pastures 
succession of hills and holes. 

The farm of La Tonde was in a similar con- 
dition, though only one of his barns had 
dropped through the earth, and only four of 
his cattle had been killed. 

All the wellsin a radius of iwo miles were 
dry, and the people were melting snow to get 
water. A close examination of the. earth 
crust suggests the theory that the farms were 
over avast subterranean cavern, and that the 
crust, Which appears to be from six to twelve 
feet thick, collapsed. 

At some of the holes and cracks a rushing 
noise can be heard as of some mighty under- 
ground river, forcing its way through the 
bowels of the earth. Ofall the snow which 
Was on the ground fallen in there is not a 
particle left. 

One of LaTonde’s sons, who fias not yet got 
over his fright, says that he distinctly saw it 
melt before his eyes, though the temperature 
was neariy at zero. In the small villages 
hereabouts the greatest consternation exists. 
Nine-tenths of the population firmly be- 
lieve that if they go to sleep they 
will wake upin the infernal regions. Those 
who dare walk at all are hurrying to the 
churches, where they are saying masses with 
an energy born of despair, while those who 
are left behind are huddled round great ‘res 
in the open air, apprehensively awaiting the 
next shake-up. ‘They cannot be induced to 
enter their honses.

‘Their functions are 
advisory, and the members Say it is not their 
parpose to press their individual views, but 
simply to give expression to wifat are found to 
be the prevailing sentiment of thejsouth. The 
comnuttee hasalready received nearly 200 let- 
ters from weli-known republicans in every state 
in the south, giving their views on various sub- 
jects, and the number of letters received each 
day is on the increase. About all the 
letters received favor the abolition of 
the tobacco tax, the passage of an election 
law that will protectthe ballot box, and the 
passage of the Biair educational bill. Many 
correspondents favor the entire abolition of 
the internal revenue system. -With regard to 
the cabinet, the letters generaliy express the 
wish that the south should have one represen- 
tative, at least, among President Harrison’s 
advisors, but at the same time represent that 
nothing should be done which would look like 
an attempt to force southern men on the 
president-elect. Judge Baxter, of Tennessee, 
and Judge Bradley, of Kentucky, appear to 
be the favorites in case the attorney—-general- 
ship should go south, and Judge Houk says 
that Mahone is the choice of almost 6 per 
cent of those who have been heard from, if the 
south should be tendered the postmaster- 
generaiship. Houk says that the unanimity 
of the southern republicans in favor of Ma- 
hone is surprising, and that so far as he knows, 
Mahone has no opposition outside of Virginia.

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THE WATER BOARD 


MEETS AND THE NEW MEMBERS 
GO IN, 
Judge Hammock Re-Elec ted President —-The 
Election of Superintendent 1 est poned— 
The Details of the Seesion. 


‘Ring out the old, ring in the new. 

That was the way the water commissioners 
did yesterday morning. 

As the clock struck 10 President Hammock 
and old members Collier, Erwin, Hurt, Smith, 
Middlebrooks, of the water commission, and 
Nelson, of the council, filed in and took their 
BEALS. 

Mr. H{aas, who succeeds Middlebrooks, and 
Mr. Hemphill, who succeeds Nelson, and as 
such becomes an ex-officio member, were 
present and participated, the members super- 
seded remaining as non-participants. 

Secretary Terry vas at his post ready for 
business. 

There was asuppressed air of excitement 
among the members, and Messrs. Nelson and 
Middlebrooks, who were to be superseded by 
Messrs. Haas and Hemphill, stood up until 
they saw how matters were going to drift. 

President Hammock was first to break the 
oppressive silence, and he remarked: ‘The 
first business of the board is to organize.” 

“TIT thought we were to first have a short 
meeting of the old board,”’ said Colonel Erwin. 

The roll was called, and while it was being 
called some rambling talk was had in. regard 
to Whether the old board was to meet and it 
was decided that the old board would meet no 
more, 

Mayor Glegp, remarked, when his name was 
called, that he was not a member, but a sort of 
ex-officio me mber and would be with them 
when he could. 

But it was soon apparent that Mayor Glenn 
intended to beas active a member as any on 
the board. 

[tSwas he who re-nominated President Ham- 
mock and Vice-Presiaent Hurt, both of whom 
were 
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RE-ELECTED WITHOUT OPPOSITION. 

Mr. Hurt moved to raise the salary of the 
chief engineer from $1,500 to $1,800 per 
annum. Mr. Haas stated that he had investi- 
gated that matter and had found that the en- 
yineer’s heavy duties deserved increased coim- 
vensation, and he was in favor of raising it 
Sore $125 to $150 per month. The motion 
was adopted. 

The expected sensation was on the election 
of superintendent, but if was unexpectedly 
averted, and the c loud that threate ned to breed 
astorm passed by with a very small gust of 
wind. 

It w as age that Messrs, Henry G. Collier 
and W. tichards, the present incumbent, 
both haa frie nds on the board, and that both 
were strong candidates for the position. When 
the issue ‘finally caine squarely before the 
meeting, itcameinthe shape of a motion by 
Colonel Erwin to decrease the salary of the 
superintendent from $2,400 to $2,000. He 
based his motion on the _ fact. that 
when the salary had been raised from $1,800 
to $2,400 it had been done because Mr. Rich- 
ards, the superintendent, had been hindered 
With increased duties because of the putting in 
of the filters and other improvements entail- 
ing a large additional amount of labor and 
keeping the superintendent up until late 
hours and away from home. Now, thatthe 
filters were all working well, and the duties 
were lighter, he believed in reducing the 
Bal: iry. 

Mr. Hurt thought that as the superintend 
ent had to assist in keeping the books and 
performing the duties of secretary in the ab- 
sence of the secretary, $200 per month was 
little enough. 

Mr. Erwin’s motion was then put and a di- 
vision called on the first vote. On arising 
vote Messrs. Hemphill, Erwin, Hurt, Collier 
and Smith were in fayor, and Messrs. Glenn 
and Haas refrained from voting. 

AVOIDING THE ISSUE. 

On the question that followed, of electing a 
superinténdent, Mr. Glenn said that the super- 
intendent was simplv an employe, that he had 
been investigating the rules and that there was 
no requirement that he should be elected, but 
that he could be appointed by the board at any 
time, and he suegested that as there were sey- 
eral new members, it would. be but justice to 
them to give them time to become familiar 
with the workings of the commission before 
going into the election. 

Mr, Hammock said it was customary to elect 
B superintendent annually. 

Mr. Smith moved that they proceed to elect 
& superintendent. 

Mr. ifurt thought it but justice to Mr. Glenn 
that his wishes be respected, and favored a 
postponement. 

Mr. Glenn urged that action be deferred. 

Mr. Hurt sided with him as to postponing. 
Mr. Haas had already expressed a similar 
wish, and it was decided to postpone. Mr. 
Hiurt asked that it be postponed until the first 
W ednesday in March,as he wished to be present 
and would probably be out of the city all the 
time during the month of February. 

‘The motion was finally put and carried that 
the election be postponed until the first 
Wednesday in March, provided ali the mem- 
bers were not present at the February meeting, 
and in case they were that it take place at that 
mecting. 

This sottled the contest for the time. 

SECRETARY TERRY’S SALARY. 

On the question of Secretary ‘Terry’s 
guite a discussion eccurred, 

When the motion was made that the secre- 
tary’s salary remain at $120, Mr. Haas ob- 
jer ‘ted, aa he thought it too much. 

Colonel Erwin and Mr. Hurt then explained 
that the old board had dispensed with Mr. 
Culpepper, who was drawing a salary of $50 
a mo nth, and had given both oflices to Mr, 
Terry, who had previously been drawing $100 
a month, and that his salary had been in- 
creased to $120, thussavieg 850 a month. They 
further stated that Mr. ‘verry was doing the 
work of two men by Workingtill Zand 1 o'clock. 

After this explanation, Mr. Haas agreed 
that it was worti®Sil20 a mouth, and soit was 
ayreecd. 

It was decided on motion of Mr. Hurt to al- 
low all other salaries to remain at the old 
figure. 

But after the postponement of the clection 
of superintendent, it was agreed to postpone 
the whole maiter of salaries. except the chief 
engineer, until the March meeting, or the 
February meeting, in case that meeting was 
made up of a full board. This was done to 
give each new member ample time to 
familiarize himself with the . workings 
and details of the commission, 
and the tinal adjustment seemed to harmonize 
all eoniliicting elements, and all the clouds 
that hovered “around the epening of the mecet- 
Ing were dispelled at the adjournment.
